tirest Britain, aa a nation, in the oxcrcisc of the 
tanctioDS of government over her Colonial subjects 
ia America, had ceased to respect those superior 
ri^ts of man, as sneh, and had commenced to 
tfrapam niion those inferior or lesser ones which 
briunged to him as a citizen. Theae latter, the 
ligfate of the citizen, though not spccifloally act 
forth in terms and by name in their great pronun- 
damento of 1776, may bo aeon to have entered at 
well into the motives of the men who proclaimed 
to the world the reasons for establishing a new 
government, aa the former, the righto of a man, 
whether citizen or nUen. Nothing is clearei 
than that this declaration is the exponent of what 
tbe men of that time conceived to belong to all 
rerrons whatsoever—to all members of the Stati? 

It is a Declaration of Sentiments conooroing whift 
kind of government they intended to establish if 
victorious in their warfare with the parent conn-1 y 

fry, as well aa an Act of Separation from it. It [ 
eootains nothing spaciflo, however, in resjioet to 
the particular mode or system of administration. 

As Kubaequent events have rilown, they did not 
so much care to change the laws and costoma con- 
eerning iiepion and proi>erty, under which they 
bail lived, as they cared to oast off allegiance ♦- 
the Crown, and create a new ordar of things 
founded on the principle of self-government This 
m seen in the taift that they continued to recognise 
the ralea of the Common Iaw, and to consider 
Ihew aa much obligatoiy on the citizen of the new 
nation. M ghan a subject of the rejccted*power. 

They adopted its ductrinea aud followed ita princi¬ 
ples in the wlmiiiistratiun of justice, acaroely ever 
refusing to aoqnieace in the deoiaiuus of the Courts 
af Weatmioster, and rarely modifying, by enact- 
toenta, the cooriM or fheUiod of their prooeedinga 
The theories concerning the righto of man and 
e( the atizen, as explained and ilhisinitcd the 
' English elomentsiy law vrriters, came to be ao- 
ctedited and received notions and beliefs of judges 
and iuruKxmanliB of the day, in all the Colonies. 

To Rich an extent was there an adoption of the 
ConuBoii Law aud the language and definitions of 
the Engiiali taw liteeatnre, that is is now difficult' 

*tite or to speak gf eertain matters and things in 
our "**^ual Constitutioii, without reference to the 
^tadiah nomenctatiire. Tbe word, eibr-ii, so im- 
PKtaat a term in theae remarks, is without a defi- 
or eiqitanation in tbe Constitution. 'Fliis 
*o«» that the fnuncTS of it used language well 
^*>own and settled jp that day, and derived from 
hooka of Britiah Jorisprodence. 

Can it be for a moment credited, that the vety

Ia it poaaible that they should 
oc nefdee* to secure for themselves all 
the inununities and privileges of citizeiiship oijoyed

All free born inhabitants in this nation are cit¬ 
izens thereof, except as above stated. 80 are all 
oiionn naturalized under tbe acta of Cqngress, 
pooled in imrauanoe of the comditutional gmnt 
to that body, of power to cstabltah a uniform 
role of naturalization. Any diflbrentrule adopted 
by a State, wiU not confer on the alien 
Federal or national oitizenahip—State natural¬ 
ization ia wortbleoa in every respect—ft oonfios 
no privileges which may no* be abrogated. The 
Constitution and the laws of Congress in be¬ 
half are ooutroUing, anything in the ^natitution 
or laws of a State to the contrary uotwithstiunling. 
Birth in this country, and naturalization according 
to the laws of Congress, give to free persons 
ri^ta of national citizenship. Much oo n fu sKUi 
has arisen in uobregardiug this role. Collision of ] 
nlmiiAs and conflict of aUeged righto are common 
in these days, for lack of understanding how to 
exeroiae the Kmitatinns of Federal citizenship 

If I have not erred in these views, it foUowa that 
the righto of Federal oitmmship mnst prevail in ^ 
the States, notwithstanding local laws and the 1 
decrees of local judicial tribnnata—that the^^to 
of State citizeiiship can prevail only in the

The Cabinet serenade-speeches at Washington 1 
and at Auburn have been, or at any rate, were 
meant to be, the political-event of the week. Yet, 
with one or two exceptions, these addresses have 
little importance. Mr. Welles and Mr. Dennison 
may be very estimable gentlemen in private, but 
tbeir influence on prublic affairs is too small to be 
weighed. They are Mi-. Johnson’s clerks, and 
they dance to any tune he'plays. Mr. McCnUoch 
is a respectable banker from somewhere out West, 
who knows a good deal about finances aard nothing 
at all about politics. He merely says ditto to Mr. 
Burke. Mr. Speed declined to be serenaded at all, 
and Mr. Harlah wrote a brave letter of refusal, 
every word of which rings in the ear as a denunci¬ 
ation of the treachery of the President to bis 
party and his country—yet so veiled in official 
decorum that Andrew Johnson can only accuse the 
writer of disrespect by accusing himself of treason. 

The painful event of the occasion was the qieech 
of Edwin M' Stanton. It is a new spectacle to the 
public to see the proud war minister of the last 
five years timidly abasing himself at the feet of his 
superior. To say nothing of a repu¬ 
tation for radicalism which Mr. Stanton preserved 
among many radical men, he preserved among all 
men a reputation for an independence that yielded 
to no pressure, and a courage that often became 
audacity. He was sometimas called the American 
Danton, and seemed to like the name, and would 
have rivalled, if he cou\d, the toujours Vaudace of 
the great Frenchman. But alas, must we recall 
the words of the satirist, and say of h i m that his 
reputation for courage would have heeiv splen¬ 
did had it never been put to proof ? Now, 
under an influence inexphcahle to his friends, to 
preserve an office which he has repeatedly declared 
himself anxious to resign, he abandons the party 
which held up his hands loyally in his hard strug¬ 
gle through the war, and at a time when that party 
threatened with betrayal and disruption, lends 
his influence on the side of the chief con^rator 
for its dissolution. That is what his party ^enti¬ 
tled to say of him. We bring against him the far 
more damaging aecusation that he has committed 
treason to Justice. 

Mr. Stanton admits that he once thought it 
just and expedient that the right of suffrage in 
the Rebel States should be secured in some form 
to the colored inhabitants of those States,” hut ex¬ 
plains that he “ yielded to the adverse arguments 
resting upon the practical difficnlties to be encoun¬ 
tered in such a measure.” Mr. Stanton ! that is 
dishonest statement. To prove it snob, we need 
only quote the next lines of the same sentence.

He must 
be judged therefore by bis words, and his words are 
evidence that he surrendered his own convictions to 
those of the President If his judgment was con¬ 
vinced, it was only partially convinced.

SPEECH OF WEHEELL PHILLIPS, ESQ. 


[The following Spefech was delivered before the 
Eleventh National Woman’s Eights Convention, at 
the Church of the Puritans, New York, on Thurs¬ 
day, May 10th.] 

Ladies and Gentlemen : I am very glad that all 
that wiU be required of me this morning is to an¬ 
swer to the roll-call,—to say “Yes ” to my name. 
You know you cannot have more than the whole 
of a subject. That is not possible. I have only 
had the pleasure of listening to the last addre^, 
by our friend Ward Beecher ; and I think n he 
had left a suggestion unmade, or any part m 
the field unexplored, I would have made an ^ort 
to supply the omission. Bnt as I w^ohed him, 
step by step, it seemed to me that Gen. Grant 
could not have covered his camp and to hn^ 
more effectually, from centre to outost. WendeU 
Holmes said once that there was always a repre¬ 
sentative man who went out of every lecture room 
at a certain period, at aU seasons of the year, 
and in all ps^ of the country. The lyceum 
lecturers held a consultation to leam the cause, and 
Holmes being a surgeon performed anantop.sy, and 
found that the reason was that the man’s brain was 
f nll ; and when he came to that state he went out. 
think yon must all have come to that state. There 
is no speech left for us who follow to make. But I 
hope you will allow me a single suggestion. 

I think our Mend touched the very kernel of the 
whole subject when he reminded you that suffrage 
was not alone woman’s right, but woman’s duty. 

I believe that to confer the ballot will add but little 
to the influence of woman. I am interested in 
this question, because I wish to pnt recognized 
power where there already exists unrecognized in¬ 
fluence. I think unrecognized influence is always 
dangerous. It acts under no adequate sense of 
responsibility. Society does not attempt to check 
it. It is unheeded and nn watched. Consequently 
it is always doubly liable to corruption. I believe 
Ihat to-day it may be said, more truly than of any 
other cause in our social philosophy, that woman 
rules the State. What made the Southern rebel¬ 
lion ? Women did not make it, but without the 
enthusiasm and the frenzy of women on its side, 
it never could have been made. What was the 
^ potent influence that almost tore the ■ Republic 
asunder? Woman’s. Yet that wide-spread deep- 
anchored force had swayed the Southern mind 
for years, under no sense of civil responsibili¬ 
ty, neither watched nor educated, never in the 
eye of day, never feeling that it was doing any¬ 
thing wMch needed to be summoned before, the tri¬ 
bunal of conscience. 

Our Mend said that if woman could vote, she 
would shut up the groggeries of this city. She 
could shut them up to-day. Albany is nothing 
compared with Fashion. What is the Legislature, 
compared with the ion that permeates society 
—the throne that woman first founded and has 
ever since filled ? More than college, stronger than 
church, weightier than trade, more controlling 
toan all put together, woman is its recognized 
queen. If she issued her edict to-day, unfmter- 
ing, unmixed, undoubting, there could naught but

Fashion in the salons of Paris, would not have 
iiaseated any king. Yet woman never h^ a vote. 
When Napoleon banished Madame de Stael from 
France, he acknowledged the power of the throne 
she filled, and that his could not withstand her 
influence. If the genius qf Madame de Stael is 
the representative to any extent of the force which 
■woman can wield in modem society, then this 
cause rests upon yon first, and almost lastupon 

A sneer at woman’s making her living, a lack of I 
recognition because die earns her bread, just that 
flavor of unfashionahility which work stamps upon 
woman,—in that impalpable, almost invisible, in¬ 
describable power, is the magic that hinds Mbany 
in the chains of male legislation. The legislator 
votes from the streets of New York. You may as 
well attempt to whisper hack Niagara, as to change 
iijiis by legislation. Yet there are forces toat can 
change it. The very force that gave it food cm 
ffive it poison. The sister comes to New York. 
The prizes of life are before her, and her brother 
•wins them—large wages, ample opportunite, 
breiidth for development, every career open, lie 
takes them. He smothers the first siamulus to 
■vice, and cultivates ambition. If he fads once, or 
twice, he gets up again.; and having dnvOT out 
of the chamber the devil, he fills it with honor¬ 
able asoirations, with ambition to be worthy of his 
father Vd to do something for the world into 
which God has sent him. The sister comes into 
the city ; and she finds starva^on wages ; wages at 
such a rate that they offer no prospect of any rise 
even in the future to what her soid aspires to. 
Vice comes with gilded hand, clad in velvet, 
tended with luxury, in the chariot of ease, and 
says, “An hour, and aU this is yours.” (rive men 
honest wages, and ninty-nine out of one hundred 
■will disdain to steal. Give woman what the same 
labor gives to man, and ninety-ime opt of one 
hundred will disdain to purchase it by vice. (Ap¬ 
plause.) But you will never flE up that grave, 
until you enable women to stand before the com¬ 
petition of the crowded streets of this city and make 
their choice as men do ; not crowded by your r^- 
bisotrv, bom of a mistaken and ideal St. 
-5 _ ■or'hir-h will not aUoW 


Remember also that the moment you issue yotir 
command, evety medical college will be open. 
The moment you take off your ban, every avenue 
of trade will he trodden by women. The moment 
you make known your purpose, the statute-book 
will record your verdict. Wives and daughters, 
you are able in these matters to dictate the policy 
' your fathers and husband. 

In Massaohnsette we owe one of the first steps 
towards the recognition of woman’s right to pro¬ 
perty, to the selfishness of fathers, about to leave 
their daughters dowered with Im^e wealth, and 
unwilling to trust it to the chances of their hus¬ 
band’s character. They were always anxious to 
put it into the hands of trustees ; and they found 
that men were very much averse, even when bidden 
by the strongest Mendship, to undertake a long 
trust, on account of its dangers and responsibility. 
The fathers themselves’ selected the most conservar 
tive lawyer at the Suffolk bar to draw the stetntc, 
than which we could not have imagined a better, 
which secured to wealthy women Sie control of 
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ings banks of the Commonwealth, that secm'ed to 
laboring women tbeir wages. These causes co¬ 
operated, before the public opinion of women 
themselves demanded the changea Laggard, and 
lacking her promptings, the cause that we advo¬ 
cate came np behind the selfish elements of society. 
But if, instead of this, the working women oi 
heiresses had dictated their wants, the changes 
could have been made. And so they can to-day.

Then you cure vice, because you withhold the food 
upon which it lives. . . 

Legislatioii cannot do that. Tou cannot legis- 
late the tailor into high wages, when a thousand 
needle girls stand at his door begging for the work 
of which he has only enough to fill the hands of 
a hundred. The Sermon on the Mount put into 
tiie statute book would not change it a half cent. 
But if fadiion, respectability, and the public opinion 
of a kind sisterhood, will say to those thousands 
of girls, “It shall be as honorable to you, no mat¬ 
ter where you earn your bread, as it is to your 
brother ; we trample mistaken Judaism under one 
foot and our absurdly ideal St. Paul under the other; 
nothing to us is the old, false, so-called, delicacy, 
which'was the Moloch to which religious bigotry 
and mistaken opinion offered up the virtue of two 
-thirds of the sisterhoodiu spite of alj, go out, 
earn your Hving in some two hundred or five hun¬ 
dred avocations Ijhen at his door the tailor wiU 
find fifty women when he wants a hundred; and 
they will dictate terms from the outside, instead of 
he from within. 

Albany cannot help you. PoHtical economy can¬ 
not help you. Help never will come while shrink¬ 
ing woman Mes to save respectability by clinging 
to the ■ needle, and labors only in the secresy of j 
home. Gild her pathway with your approbation, 
no matter where she walks, in honest business. 
(Applause.) Greet her with the most jjtonorable 
recognition, no matter what she does, provided it 
he what her brother might do, an honorable man, 
under the same circumsi^ees. That immedicable 
wound of a great city, that social vice before which 
modem civilization stands aghast, unable even to 
suggest a remedy, will He heljpleBS and conquered, 
in the hands of a correct public opinion, that shall 
allow woman to make her way upward to ease, to 
honor, to wealtii, to all that the humm soul craves, 
unchecked by morbid fashion; and it is you that 
make pnbUc opinion. The tempter to vice in the 
streets of New York is not the roi(^it is the ab¬ 
surdly fastidious, the bigotedly religious, sister 
that lives in a warm mansion within half a mile. 
(Applause.) She is the one that binds the limbs 
that God made alert, and the powers that God 
made strong, and hands the victim over to the ut¬ 
most control of the tempter. Go home and reform 
yourself. Go home, and let there emanate from 
each one of yon, that influence in society which 
is the cradle of the realm, at once the creature 
and the creator of puhHc opinion, the spur and 
the reward, which gathers into its broad circle all 
the influences of modem civilization, of which 
Greece and Rome knew nothing, which

It is the diapason of the instrument, 
before which the classicism of Greece aud Eoine 
was heavy and dulL Woman’s influence is felt ' 
Hterature; and what is the result ? As much 
the average level of the race will permit, Hterature 
reaUy, truly, and honestly represents exactly how 
far humanity has travelled. 

It is not perfect. I do not quite beHeve all the 
gorgeous touchings of our Mend’s picture, when he 
painted toe influence of woman oh poHties. Lite¬ 
rature is toe proof that there are some dark Hues 
to be added. Potent and equal iu this, as womau 
has been, there is much yet to be cured. Give 
woman the ballot, and I do not count on toe nril- 
lenium toe next day.
